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Tug Army — ITow It laPAin and Carid Foe. 
From a little volume entitled "Army Pay Di- 
fert and Ready Calculator"' we gather the fal- 
lowing interesting itero.9: 

The pay of a mfijor-rrenerai is $2,610 a year, 
Snd he is entitled to fifteen rations a day, 
which, commuted at thirty cents each, net the 
gam of $i, 13", making his aggregate annual 
emolument $4,070. A mnjor-general is also 
entitled to four servants, whose rations (one 
each) he can leo commute, and to five horses, 
for which he "P.n draw forty cents each a day. 
When corumvnder-in-chief, or commander of 
& separate army in the field or of a depart- 
ment, he is entitled to double rations, amount- 
ing to $1,738 a year. 

The pay of a brigadier-general is $1,433, 
with twelve rations, four horses, and three 
Servants, the rations of which, commuted, 
amount to $2,220 40. 

The pay of assistant adjutant genera., quar- 
termaster, commissary of subsistance, and a;- 
eist: nt quartermaster general, in a corps or- 
ganization (each with rank of lieutenant col- 
sinel), is $I>5 a month, with five ration?, two 
horses, and two servants. Aides-de-camp?, 
■with rank of major, receive $80, and with 
rank of captjin, $70 a month, each with four 
rations and two horses. A chief of artillery 
in corps organizations receives $70, and judge 
rocate toO a month, each with four rations 
and two servants. In a division organization 
(brigades) an aide-de-camp receives $21 in ad- 
dition to pay of lieutenant of infantry. In 
brigade organizations the pay is as follows: 
aide-de-camp, with rank of lieutenant, $20 a 
month, in addition to lieutenant's pay; assist- 
ant adjutant general, $70; assistant quarter- 
master general, $70; commissary of subsist- 
ence, $70; each with four rations, two horses, 
and one servant. 

Chaplains receive $100 a month, and arc 
entitled to two rations, one horse, but no ser- 
vants. A colonel of infantry receives, with 
rations, $190 40 a month (of 31 days); a lieu- 
tenant-colonel $172 10; a major $152 80; a 
captain $130, with $10 additional for respon- 
sibility of arms and clothing; an adjutant and 
quartermaster $120; a first lieutenant $110, 
and second lieutenant $'C.">. Upon this a 
colonel pays $4 39 tax; a lieutenant-colonel 
$3 6G; major $3 88; captain $2 40; adjutant 
and quartermnsier $2 10; first lieutenant 
$1 80; second lirutenant$l G5. 

The pay of cavalry officers is slightly in ad- 
vance of thit of infantry oftWrs. A colonel 
receives for a month of thirty-one days, $213 
40— tax $4 90; a lieutenant-colonel $189 10— 
tax $4 17; a major $164 80— tax $3 44; ad- 
jutant and quartermaster $124 13 — tax $2 23; 
captain $141— tax $2 73, except where there 
is no responsibility for arms and clothing, 
when the pa; is but $131 ; lieutenants $114 33 
—tax $1 93; chaplain $118 60— tax $2 05. 
Officers of light artillery are paid the same as 
cevalry officers of the same rank. Engineer 
and signal officers receive similar pay; sur- 
geons are paid as majors of cavalry, and as- 
sistant surgeons as lieutenants of cavalry. 

Privates in civalry, artillery, and infantry, 
second class privht.es in sappers, miners, and 
pontoniers.'corpcrals of heavy artillery and 
infantry, and buglers in cavalry, receive each 
$13 jer month. Privates, musicians, artificers, 
: nd i oncommissioncd officers in the volun- 
teer service are allowed $3 50 a month for 
< leucine; servants of office^-j are allowed for 
the same $2 50. 

The pay of sergeants in engineer companies 
is$34amonth; of sergeant-majors, quarter- 
master sergeants, and commissary sergeants, 
$21; of artificers in engineer companies, $17; 
of cavalry and artillery artificers, farriers, 
and blacksmiths, $15; of cav.ilry and light ar- 
tillery companies and wagoners, $14; of en- 
gineer and infantry musicians, $12. 

The volume from which we gather tliesa 
facts as to the pay of officers and men gives 
full information also as to the payment of dis- 
charged soldiers, of nurses, prisoners of war, 
Ac. Female nurses in general hospitals are 
entitled to forty cents a day and one ration. 
One steward, ten nurses, and two cooks aro 
lowed to earn regiment of infantry, and two 
stewards, twelve nurses, and two cooks to 
each regiment of cavalry. Female nurses an 1 
matrons are not allowed in regimental hospi- 
tals. 

All officers who receive more than $50 a 
month pay three per cent, tax on the sum in 
excess of that amount. In the regular army 
one dollar a month is retained from each en- 
listed man until the expiratioa of hi3 term of 
Service. This, however, is not retained from 
non-commissioned officers, musician;, and ar- 
tificers.

Cotton in thk Free States.— A corres- 
pondent of the New York Poststates that sev- 
eral wealthy gentlemen of Cincinnati have 
formed a company for the purpose of raising 
co lon in "Egypt," or Southern Illinois. The 
company have planted seven thousand acres 
of Tenne33ee cotton, which has thus far proved 
a success. They have several large cotton 
gins and warehouses at different pointsjfor the 
purpose of packing and storing cotton. The 
seed was brought from Tennessee at a cost of 
thirty cents per bu3hcl. It is the short staple, 
or Upland cotton, and is worked by Esst Ten- 
nessee and Georgia refugees, who, with their 
families, are easily supported, and are doing 
well. Tl ey are paid one dollar and filty cents 
per day during the cotlon season, and two dol- 
lars per day for the culture of the potato, and 
most of them say they have no wish to return 
South. This enterprising firm of Cincin- 
natian9 are bnil ding cotUgcs for them, and a 
committee is with our army engaging all the 
refugees, who do not wish toenliit, for the 
Southern Illinois cotton-fields.. 

The cotton section of Illinois is the whole 
country bordering on the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroads south of Jonesboro, and the Illinois 
Central railroad is its great outlet. Land can 
be had nt from five dollars to seven dollars per 
acre, and the attention of the public i3 turned 
toward this great and hoped-to-be successful 
enterprise. 

1*5?" It is feared that the oyster crop this 
year will be a faiiure. The beds in the Chesa- 
peake are almost entirely destroyed, and as 
yet those in the Virginia rivers cannot be ap- 
proached. Fully half of the boats engaged 
in the trade have also been destroyed since 
the war broke out. The Baltimore packers 
have accordingly declined to. make contracts 
on specified terms.

Great Destruction oe Rebel PuoriP.TV. 
Mississippi was one of the first States to rebel, 
and dearly has she paid the penalty. Nearly 
the whole State has been suVj jgated, and our 
armies and fleets have had possession of a!- 
niost every city and town in Mississippi of im- 
portant, except Columbus, at the head of 
navigation on the Tombigbee river, and near 
the Alabama line. Columbus is one of the 
principal manufacturing points of rebel mu- 
nitions of war in the South, and why the en- 
emy was not followed up after the destruction 
of JackEon and Columbus given to the same 
fate appears inexplicable. 

The rebels had extensive manufactories at 
Canton, Miss., which were entirely destroyed 
by a cavalry expedition under Col. Bussey, of 
Gen. Sherman's army. At Calhoua Station 
on the New Orleans and Jackson railroad, the 
expedition burned two locomotives, twenty- 
live oars, the depot buildings, and a lar^e 
quantity of cotton. Two miles of the rail- 
road track were entirely destroyed. At Can- 
ton the enemy made a vigorous defence, but 
were finally dislodged and thoroughly routed, 
with severe loss. The destruction of rebel 
property which followed was immense. An 
account says: > 

At five o'clock the next morning the forces 
moved into the town, which is one of the 
most beautiful towns in the South, a town of 
about fifteen hundred inhabitants. Thejunc- 
tion of the Mississippi Central with the New 
Orleans and Jackson Railroad makes it a 
pi: ce of considerable importance. At tbjs 
place was located the "Dixie Works," con- 
taining twenty-four forges and machinery for 
the construction of gun-carriages and mate- 
rials of war. This establishment has been 
in successful operation for the Confederate 
Govercment. It was destroyed by our 
forces. They tore up and burned six miles of 
railroad ttack in the vicinity of Canton. 
They also bnrnrd thirteen Urge machine shopj 
and railroad buildings, with all thei-contents, 
five locomotives, fifty cars, and one hun- 
dred thousand feet of lumber belonging to 
the Confederacy. Jackson burned the rail- 
tocd depot and six hundred bale3 of cotton as 
he was leaving the town. Not a dollar's 
worth of public pioperty was left in Canton. 
Colonel Busscy a!so sent a force of cajralry 
find destroyed a pontoon bridge over Pearl 
river. He also burned the railroad bridge over 
Big Black, twelve miles noilh of Canton, with 
one mile of trestle work, and the depot at 
Ways Bluffs. The expedition returned to 
JacKscn last ni^ht, having lost about twenty 
men. They cap'ured seventy-two prisoners 
and lost none. Our whole force did not ex- 
ceed two thousand men. Several regiments 
were represented, bnt they were very small 
ones, tbe 31st Iowa numbering less than sixty 
men. The enemy's force consisted of two 
htijrfidrsand two regiments of another brigade. 
They claimed to have four to five thousand 
meui, with two pieces of artillery. 

The whole expedition was a brilliant suc- 
cess. The railroad bits been completely de- 
stroyed tor forty miles. It cannot be repaired 
while the war lasts, and therefore cannot be 
used to transport supplies to support an army 
wi'bin striking distance of the Mississippi 
river. 

The expedition is an important one con- 
nected with the war in the South, and refltcts 
great ciedit upon Col. Bussey and Col. Wood 
'or their successful management. Johnston's 
ai my, when last beard from, was in full re- 
treat towards Meridian. His troops were 
scattered tbrcugh tbe country, swearing they 
would never bear arms again. 

The proud and haughty State of Mississippi 
bits been humbled, and is now bowing under 
the s^ais and stripes, pleading for mercy. The 
people everywhere feel that the Confederacy 
is a failure, that Uissis- ippi is out of tbe con- 
test, and they are ready for anything that will 
relieve them from the iron rule of the tyran- 
nical leaders at Richmond. Hundreds and 
thousands of citizms want tog) North, and 
all ere going who c*n procure traasportution 
for their families. Many of the slaveholders 
throughout the ctuntry have sacrificed every- 
thing on their plantations and gone with their 
negroes to Alabama. ■ 

Cai'T. Sawym's Wife and the Rkbsl3. — 
The Richmond Ex-miner of the Uttt ultimo 
says: 

Mrs. Sawyer, wife of Cap'ain Henry W. 
Sawyer, of New Jersey, one of the prisoners 
held "for retaliatory execution, on arriving at 
City Point, on tbe fhg of truce boat, made 
application to the Confederate authorities to 
be permitted to visit Itithmond for the purpose! 
of having an interview with her husband 
before his execution; bnt tbe authorities 
denied her permission, and she returned on 
the same boat. 

Courtesies of thl3 kind have been so inva- 
riably denied residents of the Confederacy 
desiring to visit the North to look after 
friends and property, that the Government 
was influenced to the degree of denying the 
courtesy in this instance, as it will in all 
others of a like nature that may arise. 
When the Yankees cotnduct themselves like 
Christians in their intercourse with us, tht-y 
may expect a like return; but we cannot 
afford to treat graciously our enemies, who 
disregsrd themselves every principle of right 
and justice. 

The rebels gave Captain Sawyer pemiss'un 
to 'end for his wife when his name wa-7 drawn 
for execution. This is worthy the "honorable 
(?) chivalry.". r 

Union Sentiment m Georgia — A lidv who 
has recently reached Newark, New Jersey, 
from Atlanta, Georgia, where she has r titled 
from the commencement of the rebellion, re- 
ports that there is in that city and elsewhere 
in Georgia a strong Union sentiment, •which 
the slightest show of protection by the Feder- 
al Government would immediately develop. 
Of course, the men who remain true to their 
country are obliged, in the present condition 
of affairs, to conceal their sentiments, except 
m their interview; with one .mother; but there 
is a perfect understanding amongst them, and 
they will not hesitate, at any favc-abie oppor- 
tunity, to make themselves felt on the right 
side." The liveliest anticipations have lately 
been raised among them at the prospect of an 
advance by General Rosecrans into Georgl-i, 
and shou'd he move forward, thousands oi re- 
cruits, it is confidently believed, would rally 
to his standard.— N. Y. fesf. 



LETTER TO RF.CKL SYMPATHIZE tt3. 

Metcalfe County, Ky., July 29, 1383. 
Symi'Athizius: I wish to tjlk some with 
yon concerning your "sympathies" with the 
Southern rebellion. You acknowledge you 
do "sympathize" with it — I have heard you 
acknowledge it myself. You ougat to kajw 
what the rebellion i», and what sympathy 
with it it, before you acknowledge i:. Tnc 
great Southern rebellion is predicated on 
three great pillar; — perjury, robbery, and mur- 
der as its basis. Every officer that had taken 
the oath of office before he seceded pnrjured 
tumselt in the act of seceding; audyou iuow 
that thousands of officers in the South did se- 
cede; therefore, jou know thai they commit- 
ted ihcu.-anus of petjurie? in the act of se- 
ceding — tbey had all sworn on the Holy Evan- 
gelists of Almighry God that they would sup- 
port the Constitution of tku United States. 
These perjured officers led tha way and formed 
*the secession. 

You know that they have carried on fom 
the commencement the highest grade of rob- 
bery known to us or to history. You also 
kn< w that without robbery and stealing the 
secession could not exist and the rebellion 
could not goon; jou therefore kuow that 
this rtbcliion rests on robbery as one of itt 
bases. And jou also know that in order to 
get itnp and carry it on it was necessary to 
commit murder in a gre.at meaty cases; you 
know lliat they have wickediy and wantonly 
murdered thousands of the best of private cit- 
izens while at home and minding their own 
business. 

And all this wickedness of perjury, robbery, 
end murder, committed in order to get at the 
eommis.-ion of another great crime — the very 
highest known to the laws of nay couutry — 
TREASON! And in the face of heaven, yoa 
acknowledge that you tymyalhize with it I! 
But what is still more astonishing and alarm- 
ing is, that many of you are profesiors of the 
religion of Him who taught obedience to. the 
"powers that to." But we will now 6ee what 
Dr. Webster says, ia his large dictionary, 
sympathy is. 

Sympathy, from two Greek words, sun, 
wiih, and yalhos, passion. 1. — Fellow feel- 
icg; the quality of being affected by tha af- 
fection of another, with feelings correspon- 
dent in kind, if not in degree. 2. — An agrec- 
ment of affections or inclinations, or a con- 
formity of natural temperament, which makes 
two persons pleased with each other. 

Now_ you see ibis rebellion, founded on it3 
thiee great herculean pillars— perjury, robbe- 
ry, sud murder — leading on to treason and 
' every evil work.'' And yet you sympathize 
wiih it; that is, you have a fellow feeling, 
a feeling correspondent in kind, a feeling 
agTceiirg with ir, a feeling of conformity to 
the rebellion founded ou perjury, robbery, and 
murder — treason immersed in the blood of the 
iunoceut! You, accord. ng to your own ac- 
knowledgment, are pleased with the 
rebellious treason that destroys the gov- 
eirmcnt, iuins the country, steals your 
neighbors' property, deranges your neighbors' 
families, destroys your neighbors' prospaots 
for educating and supporting their lamilies, 
taktsyour neighbors' lives, makes widowsof 
their wive?, and orphans of their children! 
Yes, you acknowledge that you sympathize 
with it — you have a warm feeling for it— you 
are w illing and desirous to conform t» it, and 
to encourage marauders to f'oree others to sub- 
mit to it! And, yet you have the impudent 
Essurance to expect to be invited into the so- 
cial circles of refined p.nd loyal society! Y'ou 
have the assurance to- expect to be promoted 
to offices of profit and honor by the sovereign 
people, by the loyal people! But, sirs, you 
would do well to remember that you have ad- 
vocated the rebellion; you have sympathized 
with the rebellion, and by sympathizing witi 
it, ycu have encouraged it; you have en- 
ceoruged that that has sought our ruin! 
And new shall we have the same feeling and 
regard for you that we had before the rebel- 
It n commenced? Can we respect you, and 
have the same confidence in you that woo'nee 
had? We are sorry — we are truly sorry that 
the matter is as it is, but we did not bring it 
up; we did not inaugurate it; we did not, by 
our 'sympathies," encourage it; but some- 
body eise did! And we would like tor you to 
look back to 1861, aud remember the brin- 
ging, the boasting, the swaggering — "You 
never ran whip the South; you may exter- 
minate us, but yon cannot conquer us; we 
never will be subjugated! Why, one South- 
ern man can whip two Northern men — yes, 
three! yes, four!! yes, six!!!'' Do you re- 
member this? Do you remember how it 
tickled your ears and pleased your fancies? 
Aud do ycu remember bow you sniggered 
among yourselves and winkeel at one another 
when Union men, to save their property and 
their lives, were compelled to lie in the woods 
lor days, and weeks, and even for months? 

But now the scene is changed, and these 
eix-to-one men — these blue hen's chickens — 
are rot so powerful as they and their "sym- 
lathizers ' thought they were. Tncre have 
only been 95 or 100,000 of them cooped, and 
some killed, within the present month! Only 
6,000 or 7,000 of them nicely dressed, and 64 
killed, at the Green river bridge, the other 
week, by about 120 Northern men ! And now 
the momentous question with us is, what 
shall be the future state of society among us? 
We have to live together, or the miuortty 
must leave the country; aud, if we live to- 
gether, wo ought to live in peace with 
one another. I would, then, as your 
ftiend and well-wisher, advise ;oi 
heartily and sincerely to give up your 
sympnthizere acknowledge to the peryple; 
and those of you that are members of reli- 
gious societies make an open, public, and can- 
did acknowledgment in the churches, without 
w hit h you can neither live nor die a Christian, 
take the "oath of allegiance to the Govern- 
ment," and wc, as Union men, wid treat you 
kitdlyacd try to guard your feelings iu the 
future. But, if you do not intend to do these, 
I, for one, would advise you to sell out and 
move South, and live with those whose feel- 
ingp, views, and sympathies are more conge- 
nial with ycur' own. That we may see and 
enjoy better times, is the wish of your well 
wisher.

The animal was supposed to be a wild- 
cat.

Cautuauk, Tens., July 22. 

We learn from your columns that the rebel- 
lion is going into fatal collapse. At Vicksburg, 
Port Hudson, Helena, Gettysburg, nnd Tul- 
lahoma, the Union armies have been victori- 
ous beyond a parallel in history. Since the* 
first of thi3 month, the rebel armies have lost 
more than a hundred thousand on the various 
battle-fields, and by desertion and mutiny 
they Lave lost many thousands more. We 
have abundant evidence that the armies of 
l'tmtcrton, Johnson, Breckinridge, and Bra^g 
nre rapidl} melting awav. Louisiana is knock- 
ing at the door of the Union, and begs to be 
Bamitted into the great family of S:a:es, as 
she was before the mania of secession; and 
North Carolina is, by her Legislature, prepar- 
ing to do the same. Jeff Davis, President of 
the tottering sw indle, bris sent his Vice Presi- 
dent to say to Mr Lincoln that he feels rather 
uncomfortable jute now; and, doubtless, Bill 
Yancey, Cobb, Floyd, Thompson, WigfalL 
BeDj.imin, Hunter, and others of their grade 
in crime, and many more of smaller fry, are 
now preparing for a long journey to parts un- 
known. Titus the great Southern Confeder- 
acy is wittering away, and the rebellion is 
ugoniziDg cut. 

I have been here nt Carthage about a month. 
In that time the change of popular feeling is 
visible to all. When I came the rebels here- 
about bad hope for the Confederacy; theyex- 
ptcled John Morgan to take Gallatin and 
Oartha^e, and then riot over Kentucky. 
Moigan came, cod, with four thousand men, 
be pounced on the mail escort of fifty men. 
He killed one man and captured twenty. Af- 
ter this wcnderful exploit ha faced about and 
went back faster than he came. We next 
learned that Morgan bad captured Indiana aud 
Ohio, and was going to capture Pennsylvania. 
Tbe last hope of the rebels is centred in John 
Morgan. He bus taken two great Siates, 
and may take all the rest id the Union. If be 
can do this and bold them, then the Southern 
Confederacy will be a fixed institution; but if 
Morgan fails to do this, then D.xie will soon 
dej art this life. 

The rebels here have just found out that 
there is ■ l T nited States. It had been so often 
said, "You've got no Constitution — there is 
no Union, ' that the people had come to be- 
lieve it. But now we otten hear the rebels 
say, "Give us the old Union, and we want 
nothing better." They are truly bringing 
forth fruits meet for repentence. They have 
lest all hope of a Sonthern Confederacy. 

The mutineeis and deserteis from Bragg 's 
atmy are hiding all through the woods. 

Atlbis post we have regiments — all 

Tennesseeuns except lhe Eleventh Kentucky 
Mounted Infantry. This nlace is naturally 
and artificially well fortified. The officers 
aLd soldier3 are the very best American 
metal, under tbe command of Colonel ( acting 
Bris aciier- General) Chopin, from Michigan. 

Smith and adjacent counties include a bro- 
ken 'but fertile country, iububited by a deu<e 
population, half rebels and half Union. This 
fine legion has been under John Morgan, For- 
rest, & Co., for a long timo. They had all 
things their own way, and their way was to 
re b tbe Unien families and run off the Union 
men cfr drag them into rebel armies to fight 
against their wild. Butachange has just come 
over the spirit of the rebel dreams. For the 
last two weeks the Union soldiers af t'n's 
post have beaten the rebels at their own 
yame. The Commander bas been sending 
scouts in all directions simultaneously, so as 
to seek the rebels in their hiding places, and 
p:e\ent their e?cape. The rebels have been 
turprised and captured in many places where 
tiny thought themselves most secure. Many 
squads of rebels have been jumped up by one 
body of Federal scouts, atfa pres-ed into the 
hands of other scouts. -These Tennessee and 
Kentucky boys understand "driving for deer," 
and tbey hunt the rebels in the same way, and 
are picking them up iu every direction at a 
rpte of a dozen or more daily. 

Thirty-one were sent North for exchange 
two days ago, and twenty-two took the Oith 
of allegiance and Rave bonds. The jail ani 
1 1 t el.i r 1; ar< s ill crowded with prisoners, 
w bile squads arc being bro ight in daily. The 
effect of ibis ingenious and energetic military 
management is that from six to lea relrel sol- 
diets come in daily aiid take the oithand 
give bonds voluntarily, while tho rebel ci "i- 
zens are comiNg in from all quarters, taking 
the oath and giving bonds faster than oze 
cieik. could till up blanks. They admit the 
rebellion a failure. We shall soon have a 
loyal population here. I feel like we are 
already in the United States. And the best 
featute of tbe mode of warfare at this pos', is 
that it is rapidly putting down the rebellion 
in this section without much destructfoa of 
Ufe er property. Tbe rebels are cafkured or 
give themselves up aud there the war ends 
with them, because not one of them will ever 
again fight against tbe Uuiuu. They are sick 
of Lhe war and are sorry that they ever took 
op aims sgninst their Government, which 
had ne\er iojuied them but had blessed them 
all tteir lives. 

Avgutt 3. — 1 have been prevented sending 
off this letter till cow, and will briefly note 
sc rre things that have happened since the 22 i 
July. From, the 18th July to the present 
time about 2C0 Union men have coine and 
foktn the oath, and over four hundred rebel 
citizens have taken the oath and "avca bonds 
vaijing from three to ten thousand dollars^ 
The aggregate of the bonds will amount to 
about a mii!!t>n and a half of dollars; and 
still tbey come in thr ongs, thus to lake stock 
in the Government of the United States. 

Since the 13th July the forces at this post 
have captured ninety rebel soldiers, and about 
seventy have come in, criven themselves up, 
trken tbe oath, given bonds, and been dis- 
ci arged. 

One policy adopted at this post deserves es- 
pecial notice. All millers and wool carders 
are bound in heavy bonds not to grind or card 
for any man who does not present to them a 
cirtificate Ihol le has taken the oath of allegi) 
ance to the United States. The substance of 
the order is that no man shall eat bread un- 
less he is loyal to the United States. Every- 
body wants bread— everj body must have 
bread, therefore everybody take3 the oath, 
and the rebels also give bonds. This order 
makes a clean sweep. There will be no dis- 
loyal citizens here any longer than they can 
live without bread. 

I said "the last hope of the rebels is centred 
in John Morgan; ' but we now have official 
information that Morgan and nearly bis whole 
force have been captured. We may, therefore, 
expect that the Confederate States, the great 
swindle, will soon die intestate and insolvent. 

We have reliable information here that Col. 
Dibrell has his rebel regiment of four or five 
hundred at Sparta. They came to steal cattle 
and horses. The rebels report that the rebel 
Gen. Cheatham aims to mount all the men 
under him as soon as possible. So many have 
deserted him, and horses so scarce, that he 
will not be able to mount a large force.

Eichmond Papers Gloomy Over the

Washington, Aug. 6. 

The day has been universally observed here 
by the closing of the departments and the 
suspension of business. It was noted for its 
quietness, nnd was celebrated by religious ex- 
ercises, followed by joyous demonstrations 
during the evening. 

A letter has been received here from the 
iron-clad fleet off Charleston stating that the 
siege was progressing slowly but favorably, 
and, that, in due couiae of time, Wagner and 
then Sumptcr would both be reduced. It U 
evident the rebels were receiving reiaforce- 
ments, probably from Lee's army. 

In a skirmish at Kelly's Ford,'ion Tuesday, 
two privates of tne 8'h Illinois Cavalry were 
killed. Names unknown. 

The statement published in yesterday's Re- 
publican with regard to the imminence of for- 
c ign troubles is understood to be considerably 
exaggerated. While it is known that the 
Covert ment has adopted an active policy with 
regard to the fitting out of Anglo-rebel ves- 
sels in England, it is not believed that any- 
thing bnt amicable relations will come out of 
it, and especially since the Queen's speech pro- 
roguing Parliament. 

Twenty-nine millions of dollars are re- 
quired to pay up all the armies in the field to 
tbe 1st of June — four millions being the 
amount for Rosecrans' and live millions for 
Grunt's army. 

The thermometer continues to stand at 
ninety degrees. 

Philadelphia, Augu3t 6. 
Nothing striking from the Army of the Po- 
tomac. 

It is generally conceded that Lee and part 
of his army have crossed the Rapid Ann. 

Reinforcements ate going to Meade's army 
daily. Thanks to the draft. 

Drafted men are arriving in Philadelphia 
daily, and many of them are at once sent for- 
ward to Alexandria. 

The loyal people are highly pleased with the 
European intelligence. The almighty 
dollar is worse for Vebeldom than steel-pointed 
projectiles. 

To-day was very generally observed as a 
c-ay of thanksgiving; business generally was 
suspended and the streets were quiet. 

Tbe weather is excessively hot. There 
were thirteen deatLs from sunstroke during 
the past twenty-four hours.

The Richmond Examiner is gloomy 'over 
the prospect at Charleston, and says the fall 
of that city will be the most mortifying and 
disastrous event of th* war, and a fatal bio w 
to tbe cause of the Confederacy. 

Richmond papers state that Lee has maiscl 
bis troops and is ready for a battle. 

The Examiner says Lee's army is in excel- 
lent condition and spirits. An engagement is 
Tcstil.le, if not probable, on tne line of the 
Rapid Ann. 

It is believed in Richmond that Meade has 
been reinforced from Grant's army to the ex- 
tent of 15,000 men.

Bio Gtns — Why they Fail. — We were 
assured by a friend of ours who witnessed the 
reduction of Fort Pulaski, near Savannah, 
that the rifled guns of Parrott, and James's 
shells, were far more effective than anything 
else in compelling the surrender of that 
stronghold. So terrible was their etl'-ct that 
an opening was made iu the fort large enough 
to admit the entrance of a sionntng force, had 
it been necessary. We are alse assured from 
other sources that tbe brave and accomplished 
General Gilmore, now commanding the siege 
of Charleston, has declared that he could bare 
tfken Fort Pulaski with two of those rifled 
guns, at one-tenth the cost which attended 
the attack; and if permitted to arm the irou- 
fjladt — or even part of them — with those guns, 
and shells, he could take Sutnpter, or any 
other fort in posie«ion of the rebels. We are 
alsoinfdftned that Mr. Parrott offered to fur- 
nish, gratuitously, four of his very largest 
iifled guns (300- pounders), and that another 
party offered to furnish the James's shell on 
tbe same terns, upon condition that two of 
the Monitors should be armed with them for 
tbe fight, but that the offer was declined, be- 
cause Dahlgren insisted on firing his own gun 
inftead. 

We do not undertake to vouch for the full 
truth of these statements; but tbeir truth or 
falsity can be easily ascertained. We have no 
idea that the Government intends to neglect 
the use of the most powerful means at its com- 
mend to put down the rebellion; bnt we are 
inclined to think that our amiable Secretary 
of Ibe Navy is sometimes blinded to the real 
merits of powerful ordnance, which has not 
thesenclion of those whose axes are continu- 
ally upon tbe public grindstone. Admiral 
Dablgien, for instance, has long been chief of 
ordnance of the Nnvy Department. He is an 
able and accomplished man; and we hope he 
may succeed in his attack upon Charleston; 
but we fear that his prejudices are very closely 
bound up in Dahlgren's naval gun. It is the 
offspring of his own brain, and he very nat- 
urally cherishes it; but it does appear to us 
that the Secretary of the Navy might at least 
ba%e the independence to accept the offer of 
Mr. Parrott, and allow one or two Monitor 
veesels to have something besides the Dahl- 
gren gun. Let the experiment be fairly tried; 
and il Dahlgren's gun proves to be the best, 
its use will be centinued; if not, tho support- 
ers of the Government have a right to expect 
that its further ueo will be dispensed wiih.

CCKIOCS PieCLOBUBE— IHTMOClg IX MEX- 
ICO FOR THK IUtUlUPTION OF TUB UNION'. 
A pamphlet on Mexican affairs recently pub- 
lished In Madrid, under the title of Cuealio-i 
Mejicana, contains a remarkable stitement, 
which, if itjis true, is a somewhat important 
contiibution to the civil war in America. The 
aulhoroi" the pamphlet, Don Juan Miguel da 
Lcsada, gives tome account of his otvn histo- 
ry. He went to Mexico asapoet, and anews- 
peper in 1850, which he quotes, said his poems 
bad "a special stamp of fire and power," and 
he could "communicate what he felt by gal- 
vanic shocks. 

He wes afterward editor of a newspaper in 
the interest of General Santa Anna, who in- 
spired the principal articles, and employed 
Senor Losada on various secret commissions. 
The character of the admiring editor maybe 
judged by his naive publication of a compli- 
ment paid bim by his hero, who, when sign- 
ing wilkout reading them some letters which 
he had drawn up, told him that he wai "a 
peifect gentleman," and that though he was 
but six-ncd-'.wenty, he should like to send 
lim to^Madrid as a Genera 1 , and say, "These 
aie the Spaniards we want tor Mexico." 0» 
the 10th of June, lffo". (lhe pamphletsays 1856, 
evidently by a clerical error), a French gen- 
tleman, who had relations with tho United 
States, called upon Senor Losaela, and 
proposed an interview with a certain di- 
plomatic person representing the United 
States, hinting, at the same time, that it 
might be tbe making of his fortune. S u >r 
Losada told Santa Anna what bad passed, 
and, by his advice^ he agreed to meet the 
American diplomatist. The conference tdfok 
place cn the 25th of June;- aud the person in 
question drew a lively picture of the impor- 
tance and resources of the United States, the 
impossibility of the Conservative party hold- 
irg it? ground in Mexico, the inconsistency of 
the Spanish Ministries, the communications 
which were to follow the conclusions of the 
Crimean war, tbe revolutions which were to 
be stirred up in Italy, the fall of Napoleon, 
the aggrandizement of England in Turkey, 
and, finally, the recomposition of the political 
map of Europe within ten years, and the dem- 
ocratic preponderance in both worlds. Thit, 
set posiDg this, Europe would have plenty to 
think of in itself, to save the seas and carry 
its battalions to America; everything went 
t* make sure the rnptare of the United States, 
a rupture which would have no remedy but a 
separation into two great powers. 

"This event," said the American, "may be 
hastened or retarded. It will be peaceably 
hastened if the South had States to throw into 
its side of the balance, one of these States 
of Yucatan." Senor Losada then goe3 on to 
state how the American diplomatist explained 
how hateful the Mexican government was to 
the citizens of Yucatan, and bow the prosper- 
ity of tbe country would be enhanjed by its j 
be ing transferred to the Americans, who 
w ould make roads, extend trade, and bring iu ! 
colonists, who, like those of Rome, would 
cultivate the soil, and bear the sword, defend- 
ing themselves against the savages till they 
had exterminated them. There was to be a 
ctmpany and a concession. Senor Losida 
was to get the concession and be president of 
the company, and two millions of dollars were 
to be deposited as his disposition for the costs 
of the concession. Gen. Sinta Anna was to 
get a few millions of dollars, and would "be 
able to hang thole cussed Liberals." 

And the man who spoke thus, says Senor 
Losada, indignantly, wa3 a Democrat, and an 
old white-haired man I Some six weeks after 
this the revolution broke out, and Santa Anna 
quitted Mexico. (The actual date was about 
tne 9th of August; 1855) Except for this 
story, the pamphlet whence it is taken has 
little claim to attention. It is written with a 
view of showing that Spain is the natural pro- 
tector of Mexico, and of recommendiug a re- 
turn to monarchy and a Spanish Bourbon as a 
succedaneum for the chronic misrule and 
wretchedness of the country.

For public encouragemsnt it will 
not be improper to pay that tho position we 
now hold upon this island has been mad? so 
strong by skilful engineering that no force 
the rebels can possibly bring against it cau 
weaken, impair, or by prolonged and obsti- 
nate fighting drive us from.

These would not vote for private reasons, but 
are hearlily fot the ticket we all support. 

We are anxious to hear the result of the 
recent election, and earnestly hope it may be 
to our liking. The. boys are in fine spirits, 
and ibey feel as it they can whip their size at 
any tilbe, if not a little more. Our regiment 
was in lhe van all the way from Manchester 
to uhciethe campaign ended, and were i a 
several very brilliant skirmishes. We had 
or.e man severely, and one mortally wouuded 
(since dead), iu the skirmishes with the rebel 
rear guard from Tullahoma to Elk River. 

Tbe weather is exceedingly warm, and there 
set ms to be an increase of sickness among the 
troops. We are happy to say that there are 
only two men in ho3pital from the 15th Ken- 
tucky, however. D.

Perilous Adventure— Desperate Courage 
of a Lady. — Tbe A lta Californtan narrates an 
instance of perilous adventure and remarka- 
ble courage of a lady formerly from this vi- 
cinity, and tbe story has been confirmed by a 
priva e letter ffom u si terof the lady, written 
from Denver City to he r friends in Ibis city. 

The heroine is Mrs. Gerrisb, formerly Miss 
Fannie Miles, daughter of Mr. A. H. Miles, 
who some years since i d in Newburg, but 
who has moved his family to Denver City. Tbe 
huuband of the lady lives in Oregon, aud she 
was on her way to rejoin him after a visit to 
her friends in the Atlantic States. About the 
middle of May she, with her baby, was travel- 
ling in the Overland Mail stage-coach between 
Denver and San Francisco. The only persons 
composing the parly were herself and baby 
int-ide the coach, and one passenger and the 
driver on the front seat. 

About eight miles cut from Carson Station 
the stage was attacked by Indiane, who fired 
into it, killing the two men on the outside. 
The passenger fell oil the coach, but the dri- 
ver tumbled back on tbe seat quite dead, but 
retaining his hold on the lines and whip. 

Tbe horse dashed off wildly, and the In- 
dians ce ntinued to fire at the coach, the bullets 
parsing through and through it, but providen- 
tially not touching Mrs. Gerrish or her child. 
With extraordinary courage and self-posses- 
sion Mrs. Gerrish hid the child under the"Beat, 
covering it up with cushions to protect it from 
lie bullets. Then she crawled out of the 
coach on to tbe driver's seat — though how this 
wA fa ely accomplished amid the whistling 
of bullets and the mad plunging of the fright- 
ened hoises seems mysterious. Taking the 
reins and whip from the cold and stiffened 
har.ds of the dead driver, she got the horses 
uncurl - control-tend drove them about a mile, 
w hen'one of them fell dead from loss of blood. 

Hue seemed a crisis in her late. Jutnpili? 
down from the sen', she commenced cutiiug 
loose one of the surviving hjrses, with trre 
puipcse of mounting it and galloping off with 
her baby. She hud nearly accomplished uer 
tatk when the eastern oouc'j came up over the 
hill, nnd tbe diiver, seeing the strug^lin^ 
l orses and the woman among them, wSipped 
up his team nnd drove rapidly to her re'ief. 

The cu!.ch that came up was full of men, and 
tbe Indians retreated. Mrs Gerrish was lakeu 
back to tbe station from which she bad come. 
There she begged the agent to send her for- 
ward with au escort, but he did not dare to do 
it, us it was against positive older*. Finding 
after a ^ bile that she was the wife of a Free 
Mascn, the agent, who was himself a Mason, 
said he would give her a proper escort if -he 
swulc for it, and thus she reached San Fran 
Cisco in saletv, and nfterwardsjoined her hus- 
band in Oregon — Cleveland Ihrald.

Captain Paine, of the New York Volunteer 
Ecgineers.made alone a night reconnoi=s-»nce 
of the works upon James Island and reports 
embrasures for twelve gunsalread erected and 
OLe gun mounted. This one gun has already 
been brought to bear upou onr batteries on 
the left, but has thus far inflicted no further 
damage than the frightening of several horses 
engaged in drawing ammunition. It should 
bo understood, however, that all this ceaseless 
activity on both sides is under fire more or 
less hot and dangerous. Y'esterday a puff of 
smoke rose from the one gun upon James 
Island. Thesoldiers at work in ourownbet- 
tery on the left ran to their sand hole to do Ige 
theehot, bnt, unfortunately, it struck directly 
behind tbe embankment and covered the 
whole party five deep ia lhe sand. Tney 
were all dug out in a few moments uninjured, 
so far as their bones were concerned, but con- 
siderably in want of breath and fresh air. 

This shot from the rebel guu having proved 
so good a one, one of our own artillerists, see- 
irg a soldier standing upon the earthworks of 
the fame rebel bittery, wheeled up a small 
Wiard gun into position, took aim, and in an 
instant sent his body flying twemy feet into 
the air.

■ We should certainly think onrselrcs 
yery poorly and idly employed in replying to 
all the remarks of the Louisville Democrat 
upon the elections o* last Monday. That pa- 
per publishes anonymous let 'ers from various 
places, making grave charges against respect- 
able officers of the polls and the military au- 
thorities. There may b« some truth in a part 
of these letters, or there may be none at all; 
but certainly charges of malfeasapce, made 
under no name, deserve no attention unless 
confirmed by the testimony of men wearing 
names. We have a letter, with a name, from 
New Castle, in Henry county, which says, that, 
aseoon ss the polls were opened there, the most 
uniiriug and activo rebels, those whom the 
judges of election and everybody else person- 
ally knew to have been giving material aid to 
-the rebellion, rushed up, perjured themselves 
with the prescribed oalh, and cast their votes, 
aEd, that others of the same character were 
pressing forward to follow suit, when the 
Judges, seeing the gross and scandalous fraud 
that was in progress, took the ground that the 
notorious enemies of the Union and promo- 
ters of the rebellion should not, perjury or no 
perjury, be permitted to vote. Ourcorrespon- 
dent states that no other persons, none not 
known to have been busy rebels, were pro- 
hibited ficom voting. We are not prepared to 
say whether tho J udges, in not allowing their 
own ard other people's personal knowledge 
to be ovei ruled by false oaths, were right or 
wiong. Very possibly it might have been 
better, if rebels had been suffered to take ly- 
ing oaths and cast illegal votes and been'pun- 
ished for the perjury at a subsequect time. 

It is probable, that, at other places as well 
as at New Castle, some rebels and rebel sym- 
pathizers, ready and willing to take all man- 
ner of oaths, were ejcluded from the polls on 
account of the notoriousness of their offence3. 
It is not improbable that the purity of the 
ballot-boi was in some cases guarded by 
irregular and unauthorized means. And pos- 
sibly there may have been precincts where 
the military or civil officers went even 
further, and took ground, like the Editors of 
the Democrat two years ago, against disloyal 
candidates' being allowed to receivo votes at 
all. But the zealous teachings of our neigh- 
bors to that effect in 1861 are no authority for 
political action now. Although the ruling 
out of candidates is no more wrong in 
principle than it was when our 
teighbors were the advocates of it, un- 
questionably the officers ef election have 
no rif:bt to assume any such prerogative. 
All irregularities, wrongs, and usurpations 
we unhesitatingly condemn, but, in the midst 
of war, and upon the theatre of war, at a time 
when a great and treasonable party is seeking 
to paralyze the government and to deliver it 
over into the hands of the rebellion, and when 
a conspiracy is known to exist for the destruc- 
tion of the elective franchise by the irruption 
of armed rebels from without and the rising 
up of ai mcd rebels within, it is to be expected 
that there will be some deviations on tho part 
of the loyal authorities and the loyal people 
from the strict and right rules usually ob- 
served in timeB of peace. But how happy, 
how salutary, how blessed the result in Ken- 
tucky is in comparison with what it would 
have been if the power to control the elec- 
tions had been found, as the rebels hoped and 
trusted it would be, in disloyal and not iu 
loyal hands. 

We presume there was here aud there a pre- 
cinct wheie some Wickliffe votes were exclu- 
ded that should not have been, for perfectly 
fair elections even in the calmest time3 are un- 
known. But, on the other hand, a great ma- 
ny votes were cast for the Wickliffe ticket that 
should not have been tolerated. Where one 
legal vote for that ticket was shut out, 
we have no doubt that two or three illegal 
ones were received. We are entirely confi- 
dent, that, if all the legal votes and only the 
legal votes had been cast, liramlette's majori- 
• ty, great as it is, would have been much great- 
er. The smallness of the Wickliffe vot« in 
the precincts generally is to be attributed to 
the fact, not that Wickliffe men, after going 
to the polls, were prevented from voting, but 
that they, knowing they Lad no right to vote 
under the Act of Assembly and could not 
vote without incurring the prescribed penalty, 
declined to go to the polls at all. Here is the 
Act of Assembly, passed in March, 1862: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That 
any citizen of th>6 State who shall enter into 
the service of the so-called Confederate States, 
in either a civil or military capacity, or into 
the service of the 6o-called Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Kentucky, in either a civil or mil- 
itary capacity, or having heretofore entered 
such service of either the Confederate States 
or Provisional Government, shall continue in 
such service afier th's act takes effect, or shall 
take up or continue in arms against the mili- 
tary forces of the United States or the State 
of Kentucky, or shall give voluntary aid and 
assistance to those in arms against said forces, 
shall be deemed to have expatriated himself, 
and shall no longer be a citizen of Kentusky, 
nor shall he be again a citizen, except by per- 
mission of the Legislature, by a general or 
special statute. 

Sec. 2. That whenever a person attempts, or 
is called on to exercise any of the constitu- 
tional or letxl rights and privileges belonging 
only to citizens of Kentucky, he may be re- 
quired to negative on oath the expatriation 
provided in the first section of this act; and 
upon his failure or refusal to do so, shall not 
be permitted to exercise any such right or 
privilege. 

It was the right of every person around the 
polls to demand that any one coming to cast 
his vote should on oath negative the fact of 
his having disfranchised himself under the 
first section of this Act. The rebels knew 
that the right to demand the oath would be 
freely exercised, that the voting would be 
done under the scrutiny of keen eyes, and 
that perjury would be summarily and se- 
verely punished, and hence very largo num- 
bers of them, cousulting the welfare alike of 
their souls and their bodies, stayed at home. 
No men entitled to respect will say that per- 
sons guilty of the offences designated in the 
Legislative Act, that is traitors or aiders and 
abettors of treason, were fit to vote. There 
are thousands among us who will not hesitate 
to express the opinion that it is a praiseworthy 
thing to give aid and assistance, either by 
money, information, or otherwise, to those in 
arms against the United States forces, and if 
such, conscious of having acted upon that 
opinion, and unwilling to provoke the-penal- 
ties, eternal and temporal, of downright per- 
jury, chose to absent themselves from the 
polls, the fault was not in the law nor in the 
loyal authorities nor in the loyal people. 

Whatever wrongs are developed and estab- 
lished, no matter on what side committed, we 
shall denounce. But we invite the Editors of 
the Democrat, before they pile up too many 
epithets upon the military authorities and the 
Judges of the election, to say whether they 
themselves were guiity of playing the part of 
traitors a couple of years ago, when they ex- 
horted General Boyle to permit no person?, 
not loyal according to his views of loyalty, to 
be candidates for office in Kentucky. If men 
deserve to be hung for going scarcely a tenth 
part as far as our neighbors went a couple of 
years ago, what in heaven or earth or between 
the two should have been done to our neigU- 
bors a couple of years ago? 



jfgjy The attempt of the Editor of the Demo- 
crat or of anybody else to represent the party 
that was defeated here in the election of Mon- 
day "as the ally of the Northern Democrats 
and the party that was victorious as the ally 
of the Northern radicals is ridiculous. It can 
impose on nobody who i3 not prepared to be- 
lieve that Beriah Magoffin is ft model Demo- 
crat and \bat James Guthrie is no Democrat 
at all. The party defeated, is the secession 
party, and it was defeated because a law of 
the State disfranchising active secessionists 
was enforced with considerable thoroughness. 
This is a round solution of the whole matter. 
The party calling itself the Democratic p.irty 
in Kentucky is composed maiuly of disfran- 
chised persons, and built its sole hopes of 
success in the election of Monday upon the 
rorsibility of trampling down »he freedom of 
election under the laws of the Commonwealth. 
But the freedom of election under the laws of 
the Commonwealth was upheld by the strong 
aim of the government, and the hope3 of this 
party toppled to the earth. Hence ths present 
wailing and gnashing of teeth amongst the 
leaders of the party. 

We say the secession party built its sole 
hopes of success in the election of Monday 
upon the possibility of trampling down the 
freedom of election under the laws or the 
Commonwealth. Thi3 fact is notorious; and 
the machinery by which the result w»3 chiefly ' 
to be compassed the rebels of Northern Ten- 
nessee thus detailed to Captain Samuel F. 
Johnson, of the 8th Kentucky Cavalry, who 
in the guise of a rebel guerilla penetrated into 
that region : 

These protected rebels were much troubled 
by the recent reverses of their friends on the 
Mississippi and at Gettysburg, but expressed 
their determination to counterbalance these 
losses by getting possession of Kentucky. As 
a first s'ep toward obtaining a foothold ia our 
State, they declared that they were to procure 
the election of Mr. Wickliffeas Governor, and 
defeat as many of the Union Demscratic can- 
didates for Congress arid the Kentucky Legis- 
lature as possible, in order to get the control 
of the State government. With the view of 
operating in the elections of our St,*te their 
organization is now consummated, or nearly 
so. Their plans are complete, consisting iu 
part of extensive raids to be made abaut elec- 
tion time, wherever it can be done, particular- 
ly in the counties on the Tennessee border, 
from one end of our State to the other. 
Wherever it can be effected, the voting is to 
done by controlling the polls and requiring 
the no-more-men-and-nd more-money candi- 
dates to be voted for. These r iids were also 
intended to alarm Union men and deter them 
from going to the election. They slid that 
their last hope was to force Kentucky into the 
Southern Confederacy. If that can be done, 
it compensates for their recent defeats, and 
then, they say, their condition and that of 
"their government" will be no wor3c that it 
was before the Fourth of July reverses. 

On the heels of this information from Cap- 
tain Johnson, and on the eve of the election, 
a rebel force actually crossed our borders and 
suddenly appeared in the very heart of the 
State; whereupon General Burnside, taking 
up the gage thrown at his feet by the invading 
horde, promptly came to the aid of the civil 
authorities of Kentucky in upholding and 
enforcing the laws as proclaimed by Governor 
Robinson. The aid proved sufficient: the . 
rebel force was driven back; the laws of the 
Commonwealth were upheld and enforced; 
and, consequently, the secession party was 
defeated. 

Such are the great features of the election 
about which the ringleaders of the defeated 
party are trying to lash their followers into • 
rage. Such is the result which has lashed 
these ringleaders themselves into a rage. And 
such are tho men, who, in the very act and 
consummation of their shame, have the un- 
speakable audacity to claim affiliation with 
the Democrats of the North! Heedless and 
blind indeed must be he who is deceived by 
the claim. , 

The Journal's reason for persisting in its 
diabolical slanders upon the loynlty of the 
Democracy is that lit miserable Yankee Edi- 
tor has made a fortune with horse and pistol 
contracts, and craves more.— democrat. 

The Editor of the Democrat is perfectly wel- 
come to that style of controversy or to any 
other he chooses to adopt.

The beat continues, and 
the streams are drying up. 

Baltimore, Aug. 7. 

The American has the following special: 
Flagship Augusta Dimsmore, \ 
Off Morris Island, Ang. 1. J 

I find myself this evening located on the 
flagship Dinsroore, tbe guest of Admiral 
Dahlgren. All here arc confident of success. 
No one teems to entertain the slightest doubt 
on the subject, and, with such a feeling preva- 
lent, failure is next to an impossibility. The 
grand tail will be opened in the course of a 
week, and it will be the most fariow light uf 
the war. Mcvinp buoys have been located 
from each of the Monitors, aud the Ironsides 
is within 500 yards ol Sumpter. That Samp- 
ler will fall i?, I think, as certain as that the 
day of attack will ar ive. 

The Jnemy is also at work erecting batter- 
ies on James Island, but we arc putting up 
batteries to command them also. There tUM 
betn but little cannonading to-day, but some 
of tbe Monitors will go in to-night to harass 
tbe enemy. There was considerable ctunon- 
ading nil day yesterday and durini? last night. 
The guns ot the naval battery will be e.-ectetl 
to-night. 

Yesterday 5C0 prisoners were taken by four 
companies of the "Lost Children" on an 
island in the rear ol Foley Island. They 
showed bnt little fight, and, after receiving 
two volleys, laid down their arms. 

There have not been a dnz a n guns Bred to- 
day, and they were principally fromour water 
batteries. The enemy has been untisutlly 
quiet, evidently finding that be has been 
watting a great deal of ammunition lately. 

The weather is very hot. Tne arrival of 
reinforcements has given new spirits to the 
troops on shore. 

Washington, Aug. 7. 

Articles appearing in the journals of this 
city end elsewhere represent a war with Great 
Britain aa imminent. The assumption that 
these articles are authorized by the Govern- 
ment or made upon any knowledge of its 
Ticws is without foundation. 

Portland, Me., Aug. 7. 

The Quebec Board of Trade is expected here 
to-day. The delegates will meet our mer- 
chants on Change this morning. Iu the even- 
ing a complimentary ball will be given them. 
The Western press is represented by eleven 
members. Large delegations are also present 
from the press of New York, Boston, and 
other cities. 

Boston, Aug. 7. 

The correspondent of the Boston Herald, in 
a letter dated off Charleston, August 2, says 
the new battery erected by Gen. Gilmoreon 
Morris Island is mounted by the largest guns 
ever cast at tbe North. When these batteries 
are opened against Sumpter there will be a 
dreadful scattering of bricks, legs, arms, and 
bodies. One hour and a half is allowed for 
tbe bombardment of that fort before it will be 
compelled to surrender. 

New York, August 7. 

The steamer Geo. Washington, from New 
Orleans Angust 1st, has arrived. 

Ex-Mayor Slith, of New Orleans, had ar- 
rived there, having been released from Fort 
Pickens; also ex-Senator Slfdell. They have 
been at Fort Pickens since last September. 
Gen. Arme, of Gen. Heron's command, had 
arrived at New Orleans. 

The United S ates steamer Tennessee, the 
flagship of Admiral Farragut, had arrived at 
New Orleans. A large number of invalids 
from the rebel garrison at Yicksburg had also 
arrived at New Orleans. 

The new Monitor Neoshois was at Vicks- 
burg; the Osage was expected, and the Chow- 
taw and Pittsburg were blockading Red 
river. 

An important military and naval expedi- 
tion was on foot at Yicksburg. Gen. Grant 
was organizing a number of regiments of ne- 
groes at that place. 

Vera Cruz advices of the 10th report the 
death of the American Consul on the 13th. 
No American or English vessels-of-war were 
off the coest, and French vessels were seizing 
ever) thing English and American. On the 
8th a French steamer arrived at Vera Cruz 
with an English steamer in tow, which wa3 
captured in the Rio Grande wilh a cargo of 
arm?, valued at $300,000, inteaded for the 
Texas rebels.

St temcnts appeared in some of the North- 
ern rapers after tbe fall Of Vicksbarg ani tbr, 
de eat ol Lc-e that tne question of peace nad 
Lea diseased in the Federal cabin*'., ani 
ll.at a cabinet crisis bad been caused by a 
ptopoaition of Seward to issue an amnesty to 
the Southern people. These s'.-.-etnents were 
.not thought of sufficient importance to d?- 
m 'r.d attention. It set m3 now that they went 
to Europe, and wtre made the foundation of 
tew castles in the air, built by the Europetn 
enemies of the United Slates. It is therefore 
proper to say that tbo stataments had no 
foundation wnntevcr in fact. No such de- 
bates or propositions on the subject of peace 
or of such amnesty ha9 been made or had in 
the cabinet, not have any such differences 
arisen. 

The Amoiican of this oven'ng has Ric'i- 
mood [apers of the 5th, which contain the 
following address of the President to the sjl- 
di< rs ol the Confederate States: 

After more than two years of war, soaxaly 
equalled in the number, magnitude, and fear- 
ful carne-fcc of its battleB, a warfare in which 
ycur courage and fortitude have illustrated 
your country aLd attracted not only greater 
admiration at borne but abroad, your enemies 
continue a struggle in which our triumphmast 
be inevitable, lullnted with their recent suc- 
c<es<s, they imagine that theEe lernporay 
rcvertee can quell vour spirits or shake your 
ueiciiniaatiotl. They are now gathering 
heavy massts for a genera! invasion, in the 
vain hope that by a desperate effort suCceiS 
may et length te reached. 

You know too well, my countrymen, what 
they mean by success. Their malignant rage 
means nothing less than the extcimination of 
youts'ives, your wives, aud your children. 
Thiy seek to destroy what they cannot plun- 
der. They propos.e as spoils of victory that 
your vrry homes shall be partitioned out 
emong the wretche3 whose atrocious cruel- 
ty baa stamped .infamy on their Gov- 
ernment. They design to incite insur- 
rection and light tbe fires of incendiarism 
wherever they can rc£.ch yonr homes, and 
they debauch an inferior race, heretofore do- 
cile and contented, by allowing them the in- 
dulgence ot the vilest passions for the secret 
of tceir treachery. Conscious of their ina- 
b lity to prevail by legitimate warfa-e, not 
daricg to make peace lest they should be 
purged from their seats cf power, tho men 
who now ru'e in Washington refuse even to 
con er on the subject of putting an end to the 
outrages which disgrace our age, or listen to 
a suggestion for conductiog tho war according 
to the usage s cf civilization. 

Killow-citizens: No alternative is left you 
but Tiotory or subjuga'ion, slavery, aud the 
utterruin of yourselve.', your familit sand your 
Country. The victory is within your reicli; 
you need but to stretch forth yoar hand to 
grr.sp it. Fcr this, all that is necersary is, that 
those who are called to the lieid by the mo- 
tive that can move human hearts should 
promptly repair tD the post of duty, and 
stand by their comrades now in front ofthe 
foe, and thus strengthen the armies of the 
Confederticy so-as to n uresucce a. 

Davis then appeals to those who have ab- 
scuted themselves from their posts to return 
to duty, and grants a general pardon to all 
officers and men now aoss-ut without leave 
who shall, without delay, return, to their posts 
W'i I'iu tweLty days after the publicati n 
of this proclamation in the S a e where 
tbe absentee may be. This par ion extends to 
all who hye teen accused or convicted ami 
are ULdergoing s-Lteii' e far absence without 
leave or desertion, unless those -tried and col- 
victed of desertion. 

He then says, finally, I conjure my count-y, 
women, wives, mothers, bisters, and daugn- 
tersof the Confederacy to use their inflaenee 
in' aid of this call, and to add one crowning 
sacrifice to tbo9e which their patriotism ha: so 
often consistently offered in their country 3 
alttr, and to take care that those who owe 
service in the field should be sheltered at bime 
from the disgrace of having deserted their 
duty to their families, their country, and their 
Gtd.

PreFcrihinj: the terms aid conditions of street 
possf nger railroads within the city of Lou- 
isville. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General Coun- 
cil of the City of Louisville, That any com- 
pany or ii.diviJuals organized for the purpose 
of laying down rails for running street passen- 
ger ears, to be drawn by horses or mules 
through the ftrcets of Louisville, shall be 
guided, governed, and regulated by the fol- 
l...i-inrr fi\r- flit inns nnd such restrictions as the- 



receive or leave passengers, the cars sh*U be 
stopped so as to leave the rear platform slight- 
ly over the cr> ssing. 

6th. The cordu<:'or3 and drivers of each car 
shall keep a vigilant watch tor all team', w 
ringes, tcrsons on foot, and especially chiHrer, 
either ou the track or movia" toward it, and 
on the first apptarance of danger to such 
learns or persons or other obstructions, thec?.r 
shall be £to] ped in the shortest time and spice 
possible. 

7th. The conductor shall not allow ladies 
and children to enter or leave the cars while 



lowing eorditions, and such restrictions as the 
General Council may hereafter pass. 

Sec. 2. No company or individuals shall be 
permitted to lay down a track through any of 
the streets of said city without first having 
obtained the consent of the General Council, 
designating the company or individuals to 
whom the privilege is granted and the streets 
through which said line shall run. 

Sec. 3. Provided, That before said street 
railroad company or individuals shall com- 
mence to run their cars ui>on any street where 
it will injuriously affect or interfere with the 
business of any omnibus line or lines, they 
shall, at the option of the owner or owners of 
such omnibus line, purchase siuh omnibus 
lire or lines, together with all property be- 
longing to aud used in such omnibus basiness 
at a price to be agreed upon between said 
street railroad company or individuals and 
such omnibus line or lines, or if they cannot 
agree, then to be ascertained in the following 
manner: One disinterested person, acquainted 
with the value of said emnibus business and 
properly, shull be chosen by the Street Rail- 
road Company or individuals, and one by 
such omnibus line, and the two persons so se- 
lected, if they cannot agree, shall choose a 
third, and the valuation set by these persons 
or any two of them, in writing, on such on- 
nit u- business and property, shall bo final aud 
conclusive. . 

Sec. 4. A!! tracks laid shall be of the gauge 
cf five feet and two inches, and of the most 
approved rail, and the same to be laid accord- 
ing to the direction of the General Council 
and City Engineer, and in such manner as to 
be no impediment to the ordinary use of the 
streets, with, suitable bridges at all the gut- 
ters, so as to permit the flow of water under 
the same, and on such grades as arc now or 
may be hereafter established by the General 
Council. 

Any company or individuals to whom any 
privilege shall be granted by the city, sh ill 
first enter into a good and sufficient bond in 
the penal Enm of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars with the city, said bond, to be drawn by 
the City Attorney or the Assistant City At- 
torney, and to constitute a lien upon all the 
property and franchises of the company to 
bowlder between the rails, also to pave or 
bowlder (as the street may bi) two feet on the 
outside ot each rail so as to correspond with 
the street outside, to keep the same in good 
repair to the satisfaction of the Genera' Coun- 
cil, nnd also that no motive power, except 
horse3 and mules, shall be used upon any road, 
and that no road shall be used in any way for 
the transportation of freitrht, but expressly f jr 
citv passenger, cars. And if any company or 
individual to whom any privilege shall be 
granted shall fail to keep so much of such 
stTcet or streets, as above specified, in good 
and sufficient repair or shall refuse to pay into 
the citv treasury the amount of the tax, or 
license fixed by the Council for the privilege 
of using the street as required by this section, 
the General Council shall have the right to 
prevent the use of said street or streets by 
removing the rails therefrom. 

Sec. 5. And upon the further condition that 
any company or individual to whom any priv- 
ilege may be granted shall place and contin- 
ue upon said roads good cars, with all modern 
improvements for the comfortand convenience 
of passengers, and that they run passenger 
cars thereon as often as the public convenience 
mny require, and under such directions as the 
General Council may from time to time pre- 
scribe. 

Sec. 6. And provided, alsj, that any com- 
pany or individual to whom such privilege 
. 'may be granted shall in all respects comply 
with the directions of the General Council in 
building said roads, and in the running of cars 
thereon, and in any other matters connected 
with the regulation of the same, and provided 
also, that any company or individual shall, 
before the permission takes effect, entor into 
a bend w ith mortgage as hereinbefore pftvi- 
ded, to be drawn by the City Attorney, or 
Assistant City Attorney, and approved by the 
General Council, binding themselves and their 
successors to abide by and perform the stipu- 
lations aud provisions herein contained, and 
also such other resolutions or ordinances as 
may be passed by the General Council regu- 
lating the running upon said roads. 

Sec. 7. Provided, that the City Auditor 
shall, when instructed by the City Council, 
advertise for ten days in the official papers of 
this city, stating the routes which have been 
designated by the Council for street railroads, 
and nsk for sealed proposals under this ordi- 
nance, to construct the same, and the compa- 
ny or individual that will pay the highest 
amount of license per car per annum and the 
highest amount lor each passenger carried, and 
also bid for the lowest price of commutation 
tickets, in packages of not les3 than tweniy- 
five, shall be considered the snccessful bidder, ! 
provided, however, the General .Council shall 
be the judges of the bids. 

Sec 8. And, provided any snch company or 
individual shall not charge more than five 
cents for each passenger on any such roads. 

Sec. 9. And provided further, that they 
shall file with the City Auditor a statement, 
nr.de r oath, of the cost of each mile or frac- 
tion of a mile of road completed, and also a 
monthly statement of the gro83 receipts, and 
shall exhibit the books and vouchers belong- 
ing to said company or individual to a com- 
mittee of the General Council, or to any per- 
son or persons the Council may appoint to 
examine such books and accounts, at any time. 
But no company or individual, to whom any 
privilege may be granted, shall assign or trans- 
fer their franchise in said road or roads with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the General 
Council thereto. 

Sec. 10. And provided farther, that the city 
of Louisville shall not be held liable to anv 
company or individual for any damage any 
company or individual may incur from the 
breakage of any sewer or water pipe, or from 
any delay in the transportation of passengers 
that may be caused by the laying of sewers, 
water or gas pipe?, or the necessary repairing 
of the same, or from any other delays or dam- 
ages that may be caused by fire or otherwise; 
but any snch company or individual shall be 
liable for any loss or any injury that any 
person may sustain by reason of any careless- 
ness, neglect, or misconduct of their agents or 
servants in the management, construction, or 
use of said track or roads; and any 3uch com- 
pany or individual shall indemnify and hold 
the city harmless from any damage that mav 
be claimed by property holders or by any per- 
son or persons on account of the laying of said 
track, or in the use or by reason thereof, or 
by running the cars thereon. 
' Sec. 11. And provided any company or in- 
dividual to whom privilege may be granted 
as aforesaid shall, within ten days alter the 

Iiassage of a resolution granting such privi- 
pge, come forward and sign the proper con- 
tract, agreeing to abide by these stipulations 
and other ordinances that may be passed here- 
after by the General Council regulating such 
roads, and agreeing further to commence said 
roads within sixty days thereafter, and com- 
plete the same within twelve months. 

Sec. 12. The President and Secretary of each 
and every such company or of individuals 
shall, on the first day of January in each and 
every year during the continuance of the con- 
tract, furnish to the General Council a full and 
complete list of the stockholders thereof; and 
such statement shall be verified by the oath of 
taid President and Secretary, to be adminis- 
tered by a Notary Public ot the county of 
Jefferson, and attested by his seal, or by any 
person authorized to administer oaths. 

Sec. 13. The City Council shall at any fu- 
ture time have the power, when the public 
good demands, to grant asecond or third com- 
pany or individual the right to occupy any 
tracK already laid down, provided theexpense 
of laying and keeping in repair said track, so 
far as use i by different companies or individ- 
uals, st-all be equally borne by all those that 
use them, but the Council shall not have the 
right to grant a permit to run upon any route 
already disposed of for a greater distance than 
one-tenth of the whole route. 

Sec. 14. And be it further ordained, That the 
following specifications regulating the run- 
ning of street railroads in Louisville be re- 
quired of each and every company or individ- 
uals taking cut license under the provisions of 
this ordinance, viz: 

1st. No car shall be drawn at a greater speed 
than six miles an hour. 

2d. While the cars are turning the corners 
from one street to another the horses or mules 
shall not be driven faster than a walk. 

3d. Car3 driven in the same direction shall 
not approach each other within a distance of 
three hundred fee', except in case of accident 
or when it may be necessary to connect two 
cars together, or at stations. 

4th. No car shall be allowed* to stop on a 
cross-waik, nor in front of any intersecting ! 
street, exce pt to avoid collision or to prevent 
danger to persons in the street. 

5tb. When the conductor of any car is re- 
quired to stop at the intersection of streets to 



8i h. Conductors shall announce to the pas- 
sengers the names of the streets or the place 
wherever the cars cross in connection with 
any other railroad track. 

9th. the cars after sunset shall be provided 
with signal lights. 

10th. No cars shall remain standing at the 
central or principal depot more than five min- 
utes, excepting at the ferry landing, and the 
cars shall run as often as the puplic good de- 
mands, or the General Council may from time 
to time direct. 

11th. The cars shall bo entitled to the track, 
and any vehicle upon the track of said com- 
pany shall turn out when any car comes up, 
so as to leave the track unobstructed; and the 
drivers of any vehicle refusing to do so, when 
requested by the driver of any car, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding five dollars 
on conviction before the City Court of Louis- 
ville, and costs of prosecution., and all fiues 
collected under this section shall lie paid into 
the City Treasury to be appropriated to the 
School fund. 

12. Providtil, That if any person or persons 
shall have cause to remove nny i.irge iron safe 
or other large and heavy substance, they shall 
be allowed a sufficient time to load and un- 
load the same without being liable to the pen- 
alty attached by this section. 

Sec. 15. This ordinance shall continue and 
be in force from and after its passage. All 
contracts made under the provisions of this 
ordidance shall be for the term and period of 
twenty years.
